Gerstungen had been reinforced by 20 police* the Kommando in Lauch- 
roeda by 20 police and the Koinmando in Abteroda (L $2/ll 59) by 9 
police* The reinforcement had been ordered to prevent any attempts on 
the part of '.Test Germany to influence the October elections in the DDR*

The Grenzpoliseikommandos in the Bsrka (L 5l/H 66) area consisted of two

The Landratsant (building of the Kreis administra tion) on Mittels trass©,

that time were recalled*
